PRESIDENTS PROCLAMATION 
ON THE DECENNIAL CENSUS

WASHINGTON,

13.—Presi­ 
dent Wilson today issued a proclama­ 
tion calling upon citizens of the Unit­ 
ed States to answer fully and truth­ 
fully all questions in connection with 
the fourteenth decennial census, which 
will begin January 2. 
The proclamation follows: 
Whereas, by the Act of Congress 
approved March 3, 1919* the Four­ 
teenth Decennial Census of the United 
States is to be taken beginning oir the 
second day of January, 1920; and 
Whereas, a correct enumeration of 
the population every ten years is re­ 
quired by the Constitution 
of 
the 
United States for the purpose of de­ 
termining the representation of the 
several States in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives; and 
Whereas, it is of the utmost im­ 
portance to the interests of all the 
people of the United States that this 
census should be a complete and ac­ 
curate report of the population and 
resources of the Nation; . % . 
Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil­ 
son, President of the United States of 
America, do hereby declare and make 
known that, under the law aforesaid, 
it is the duty of. every person to an­ 
swer all questions on 
the 
census 
schedules applying to him and the 
family to which he belongs, and to 1 
the farm occupied by him or his fam- 
Ty, and that any person refusing to 
do so is subject to penalty. 
. The sole purpose of Use census is 
o secure general statistical informa­ 
tion regarding the population and re­ 
sources of the country and replies are 
required from individuals only to per- 


statistics. 
No person can be harmec 
in any way by furnishing the inform 
ation required. The census has Bath­ 
ing to do with taxation, with military 
or jury service, with the compulsior 
of school attendance, with the regu­ 
lation of immigration or with the en 
forcement of any national, State, o; 
local law or ordinance. 
There nee<l 
be no fear that any disclosure will be 
made regarding any individual per- 
soft or his affairs. For tfic due pro 
tection of the rights and interests of 
the persons furnishing 
information 
everf employe of the Census Bureau 
is prohibited, under heavy penalty 
from disclosing any information whicl 
may thus come-to his knowledge. 
I therefore earnestly urge upon al 
persons to answer promptly, complete 
and accurately all inquiries 
ad 
re s.sed to them by the enumerator, 
or other employes of the Census Bu 
reau and thereby to contribute theii 
share toward making this great ano 
necessary public undertaking a 
cesa.
